No. 875.—-In exercise of the powers conferred by Sections nine, fifteen, seventeen 

thirty-two, fifty-one, and fifty-six of the Indian Stamp Act, 1879, the Governor-General 

in Council is pleased to make the following Rules:— 

Cbaptbk I .-^Preliminary. 

1. These Rules shall come into force throughout British India on the 1st April 1881 
in supersession of the Rules promulgated by Notifications No. 196, dated 19th April, 
No. 990, dated 6th June 1879, and No. 92, dated 19th January, and No. 479, dated 8th 
May 1880. 

2. All words and expressions used in these Rules aud defined in the Indian Stamp 
Act, 1879, shall be deemed to hate the meaning attached to them respectively by the 
said Act. 

3. There shall be two kinds of stamps for indicating the payment of duty on instru¬ 
ments under the Indian Stamp Act, 1879, namely— 

(a) Impressed Stamps—including— 

Impressed Sheets, —that is to say, sheets of paper beariug the impression 
of Stamps of different values engraved thereon and sold to tho public for 
use by them in accordance with these Rules. 

Impressed Labels,—to be affixed and impressed by Government Officers as direct¬ 
ed in Chapter III of these Rules. 

(A) Adhesive Stamps sold to the public for use by them in accordance with these 
Rules. 

Chapter II.— Of Impressed Sheets. 

4. All instruments chargeable with duty, except huttdis, may be written on Impressed 
Sheets, and, except as provided by Section ten of the said Act and by these Rules, shall 
be so written. 

5 (a). When any instrument is to be written on an Impressed Sheet, if the amount of 
duty with which such iustrumeut is chargeable does not exceed one hundred rupees, a single 
sheet shall be used, unless — 

where the application for the required stamp is made at a treasury, the officer in 
charge of such treasury, or, 

where such application is made to a stamp-vendor, the vendor 
certifies that he is unable to furnish a single stamp of the required value: 

(A). When the amount of duty chargeable in resp ct of any instrument exceeds one 
hundred rupees, or a treasury officer or stamp-vendor has certified under clause [a) that b e 
is unable to furnish a single stamp of the required value, the number of sheets used for 
indicating tue payment of duty shall not exceed the number which the treasury-officer or 
the Hiamp-veudor certifies in either case to bo the smallest .-umber which he can furnish 
so as to make up the required amount. 

(r). No certificate shall be made under clause (a) or clause (A) by a stamp-vendor 
in auv case in which the stamp duty required exceeds the highest value of the stamps 
which such vendor is authorised to sell. 

,,il. When, under this,Rule, two or more Impressed Sheets are used to make up 
the .in mot of duty chargeable in respect of uuy iustrumeut, a portion of such instrument 
sbaL b vi nttcu on each sheet so used. 

(e . When a single sheet used under this Rule is found insufficient to admit of the 
entire instrument being Written on the side of the paper which bears the stamp, so much 
plain piper may be subjoined thereto as may bo necessary for the complete writiug ot - 
snch i is: rumeiit: provided that in every such case the side of tho sheet which bears the 
stam i must he covered by a substantial part of the instrument before any part of the 
latter cau be written on the plain paper joined to such sheet. Provided further, that 
[(joner/wienl Gazette, 29 Ih March 1881,J 
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the part of the instrument written on the plain paper must be attested by the signatures 
or marks of all the persons executing the document and the witnesses to the same.

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7. The following- officers are empowered to affix these labels to the instruments 
mentioned in Rule six, namely,— 

(a) the Collectors of Calcutta and Karachi; 

(4) the Superintendents of Stamps at Madras, Bombay, Lahore, Rangoon, Maul- 
main and Akyab; 

(c) the Commissioner of Stamps, North-Western Provinces and Oudh ; 

(d) the Superintendent of Stamps (Political Resident), Aden. 

8 (a). Every such officer shall, upon any instrument mentioned in Rule six being 
brought to him before it is executed, and application being made to hun for that purpose, 
affix thereto a label or labels of such value as the applicant may desire and pay for, and 
impress such label or labels by means of a "stamping-machine, and also write oir the face 
of the label or labels bis initials and the date of impressing the label or labels before 
returning the instrument to the applicant. Iu the ca»c of instruments written on' parchment 
the labels must be further secured by metallic eyelets. 

(4). Wheu the stamp duty amouuts to twenty rupees or upwards, such officer shall 
further attach his usual signature to the instrument immediately under the labels. 

9 (a). llundis other than hundis which can be stamped with nti adhesive stamp 
under Section ten of the said Act shall be writtenou paper supplied for sale by the Govern¬ 
ment, and to which labels have been affixed by one of the officers mentioned in Rule 
seven. Clause (4) or by the Superintendent of Stamps, Calcutta, and impressed by him in 
manner provided by Rule eight. 

(4). Every sheet of such paper shalf be of a size not less than 8g x 5J inches, and no 
plaiu paper shall be joined to it. 

10 (a). The payment of duty on instruments (other than Bills of Exchange, Cheques, 
and Promissory Note-0 executed out of British India and requiring to he stamped after 
their receipt in British India, shall he indicated only by impressed labels. 

(4). When any such instrument is taken to the Collector under Section seventeen of 
the said Act, tne Collector, unless he be Collector of Calcutta or Karachi, shall send the 
instrument to one of the officers mentioned in Rule seven, remitting the amount of dutv 
paid in respect of such instrument ; and such officer shall stamp the instmment and 
write, his initials and the date in the manner prescribed by Rule eight aud return the same 
to the Collector for delivery to the person by whom it was produced, 

Cif aptkk IV .—Adhesive Stamps. 

11. Bills of Exchange, payable- otherwise than on demand and drawn in sets, when 
the amount of stump duty does not exceed ouo auna for each part of the set, may be 
stamped with, adhesive stamps. 

12. Except as otherwise provided in these Rules the adhesive stamp used to denote 
the duty of one anna shall bear the words “ one anna.” 

13. The following instrument when stamped with adhesive stamps shall bo stamped 
as foilows :— 

(a). Bills of .Exchange, Cheques, and: Promissory Notes drawn or made out o 
British India, with adhesive stamps hearing the words “ Foreign Bill.” 

(4). Transfers by endorsement of shares of Public Companies ami Associations with 
adhesive stamps bearing the words. “ Share Transfer ” 

(c) . An entry as an Advocate, Vakil, or Attorney on the roll of any High Court 
with an adhesive stamp hearing the word " Advocate,” “ Vakil,” or Attorney.” 

(Such stamp shall he affixed under the superintendence aud responsibility of a gazetted 
officer of the High Court, who shall obtain the stamp from the Superintendent of Stamps 
and account to him for it. The gazetted officer who affixes the stamp shall write on the 
face of it his usual signature and the date of signature before parting with the instrument.! 

(d) . Notarial Acts with adhesive Foreign Bill stamps bearing the word ” Notarial ” 
pi inted over them. 

Chapter V.— Miscellaneous. 

14. When it is necessary under Section fifteen of the Raid Act to denote upon one 
instrument the payment of duty in respect of another, such payment shnll be denoted by 
an endorsement under the hand of the Collector on the former instrument.

“ All silver 'and copper coin which has been issued by the authority of the Government 
of British Iudia shall, to the said same extent and subject to the same exceptions, be a 
legal tender iu payment or on account throughout Poitugucse India.”

Regulations to a Preventing Collisions at Sea befbubw to in ras fobeqoino 

Orders. 

Preliminary. 

Abiiclb 1. In the following rules every steam-ship which is under sail and not unde* 
steam is to bo considered a sailing ship; and evciy steam-ship which is. under steam, whether 
■nder sail or not, is to be considered a ship under steam. 

Rules concerning Lights. 

Article 2. The lights mentioned in the following Articles, numbered 8, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 

9, 10 and 11, and no others, shall be carried in all weathers, from sunset to sunrise. 

Article 3. A sea-going steam-ship, when under way, shall carry— 

(o) On or in front of the foremast at a height above the hull of not less than 20 feej 
and if the breadth of the ship exceeds 20 feet then at a height above the huR 
of not less than such breadth, a bright white light so constructed as to show an 
uniform and uubrokon light over an oro of the horizon of 20 points of the 
compass; so fixed as to throw the light 10 points on each side of ship, viz < 
from right ahead to 2 points abaft the beam On either side ; and of such a • 
character as to be visible on a dark night, with a clear atmosphere, at A 
distance of at least five miles. 

(b) On the starboard side, a green light, so. constructed as to show an uniform and 
unbroken light over an arc of the horizon of 10 points of the compass; bq 
fixed as to throw the light from right ahead to 2 points abaft the beam ea 
[Qjteritmeul Gazelle, 4 Ih January 1831.] 
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the starboard side; and of neb a character as to be visible on a dark night, 
with a dear atmosphere, at a distance of at least tiro mile*, 

(e) On the port aide, a red light, so constructed a* to ahow an uniform and unbroken 
light over an am of the horizon of 10 points of the compass; to fired as to 
tfirow the light from right ahead to 2 points abaft the beam on the portfbide ; 
and of such a choraofer as to be visible on a dark night, with ft dear atmos¬ 
phere, at a distance of at least tiro miles. 

(d) The said green and red side light* shall be fitted with inboard screens projecting 
at least three feet forward from the light, eo as to prevent these lights from 
f being seen across the boir. 

Akticlb 4. A steam-ship, when towing another ship, shall, in addition to her aide 
lights, oarry tiro bright white lights in a vertical line one over the other, not less than three 
feet apart, sp as to distinguish her from other steam-ships.' Each of these lights shall be o£ 
the same construction and ohsraoter, and shall be carried in the tame position as the white 
light which other steam-ehps are required to carry. 

AarictB 5 . A »hip,‘ whether a steam-ship or a sailing ship, when employed either in 
laying or in picking up a telegraph cable, or which from any accident is not under command 
shall at night carry, in the same position a* the white light which steam-ships are required 
,to carry, and, if a steam-ship, in place of that light three red lights in globular lantern*, 
each not less than 10 inches in diameter, in a vertical line one over the other, not less than, 
three feet apart: and shall by day carry in a vertioal line one over the other, not less than 
three feet apart, in front of hot not lowey than her foremost head, three black balk or shapes, 
each two feet in diameter. 

These shapes and lights are to be taken by approaching ships as signals that the ship. 
Using them is not under command, and cannot therefore get out of the way. 

The above ships, when not making any way through the Water, shall not carry the side 
lights, but when making way shall carry them. 

Abticlb 6. A sailing ship uuder way, or being towed, shall carry the Same lights as 
are provided by Article S for a steam-ship under way, with the -exception of the white light 
which she shall never carry. 

Abticlr f. Whenever, as in the case of small vessels during bad weather, the green 
and red side lights cannot be fixed, these lights shall be kept on deck, on their respective 
•idea of the vessel, ready for use; and shall, on the approach of or to other vessels, be exhibited 
on their respective sides m sufficient time to prevent collision, in such manner us to make 
them most visible, and so that the green light shall not be seen on the port side nor the red 
light on the starboard aide. 

To make the Use of these portable lights more certain and easy, the lanterns containing, 
them ahall each be painted outside with the colour of the light they respectively contain, 
and ahall bo provided with proper screens. 

Abticlr 8. A ship, whether a steam-ship or a sailing ship, when at anchor, shall carry-, 
where it can best be seen, bat at a height not exceeding 20 feet above the hull, a white 
light, in a globular lautern of not less than 8 inches iu di-meter, and so constructed as to 
■how a clear uniform and unbroken light visible all round the horizon, at a distance of at 
least one mile. 

Article 9. A pilot vessel, when engaged on her station on pilotage duty, ahall not 
carry the lights required for other vessels, but shall carry a white light at the masthead, 
visible all round the horizon, and ahull also exhibit a flare-up light or flare-up lights at 
short intervals, which shall never exceed fifteen minutes. 

A pilot vessel, when not engaged on her station on pilotage duty, shall carry lights 
similar to these of other ships. 

Article 10. (a) Open fishing boatt, and other open boats, when under wag, shall not b e 

obliged to carry the side lights required for other vessels; but every such boat shall in lieu 
thereof have ready at hand a lantern with a green glass on the one side and a red glass on the 
other side ; and on the approach of or to other vessels, such lantern shall be exhibited in suffi¬ 
cient time to prevent collision, so that the green tight shall not be seen on the port side, nor tht 
red light on the starboard sde, t ^

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' (J) A fishing vessel, and an open boat, when at anchor, shall exhibit a bright white light. 

(c) A fishing vesstl, when employed in drill net fishing. Shall carry on-one of her masts 

two red tights in a vertical line one over the Other, i ol less than three feet apart.- 

(d) A trawler at work shall carry on one uf her masls iu o lights in a vertical line one 

Over the othtr, not less than three feet apart, the upper light red, and the\ lower 
green,-and shall'also either cany the tide lights required for other vessels, or, 
ij the side lights cannot be carried, have ready at hand the coloured lights as 
provided in Article 7, or a lantern with a red and a green glass as-described 
paragraph («)» of this Article. , 

(e) fishinv vessels, and open boats, shall not be prevented- from using a flare-up in 

addition, if they desire to do 'em 

(J) The lights mentioned tn this Articleate substituted for those mentioned in the 12th, 
13M and 14 th Articles of the Convention between France and England scheduled 
to the British Sea Fisheries Act, 1868. 

(g) All lights required by this Article, ex a pt side tights, thetll be in globular lanterns 
so constructed as to show all round the horizon. 

Article 16. This Article docs not apply to fishing boat*, open: boats, or trawler* 
belonging to the several countries mentioned in the foregoing Order, via*, Khelat, Muscat 
Zanzibar, Travancore, Kutch and Kattvawnr. 

Articlk 11. A ship which is being overtaken by another shall show from her stent 
to such last-mentioned ship a white light or a flare-up light. 

Sound Signals for Fog, fyc. 

Article 12. A steam-ship shall be provided with a steam whistle or Other efficient 
steam, sound signal, so placed that the sound may not be intercepted by any obstructions, 
and with an clhciout fog horn to he sounded by a bellows or other mechanical means 
and also with an efficient bell- A sailing ship shall be provided with a similar fog horn 
and bell. 

In fog, mist, or falling snow, whether by day or night, tho signala described in this 
Article shall he used as follows : that is to say— 

(a) A steam-ship under way shall make with her steam whistle, or other steam 

sound signal, at intervals of not more than two minutes, a prolonged blast. 4 

( b) A sailing ship under way shall make with her fog horn, at intervals of not more 

than two minutes, when on the starboard tack, one blast, when on the port 
tick two blasts in succession, and when with the wind abaft the beam three 
blasts in succession. 

(e) A steam-ship at\d a sidling ship, when not under way, shall at intervals of not 
more than two minutes ring the bell. 

Speed of Ships to he moderate in Fog, l$c. 

Article 13. Every ship, whether a sailing ship or steam-ship, shall in a fog, mist, or 
falling snow, go at a moderate speed. 

Steering and Sailing Rules. 

Article 14. When two sailing ships are approaching one another, so as to involve 
risk of collision, one of them shall keep out of the way of the other, as follows, vis.: — 

(«) A ship w huh is running free shall keep out of the way of a ship which is close- 
hauled. 

(b) A ship which is close-hauled on the port tack shall keep out of the way of a *hip 
which is closc-haulcd on the stat board tack. 

(e) When loth ate running fiee with the wiud on different sides, the ship which ha* 
the wind on the port side shall keep out of the way of the other. 

(d) When both are running fne with the wind on the same side, the ship which i* 

to windward shall keep out of the way of the ship which is to leeward. 

(e) A ship which has the wiftd aft shall keep out of the way of the other ship. 
Article 13. If two ships under st-am are meeting end on, or nearly end on, so as to 

involve risk of collision, each shall alter her course to starboard, so that each may pass on 
the port side of the other. - 

[Government Gate tie, HA January J.831.] 
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This Articlo only applies to cases where ship* are meeting end oh, or nearly end 
on, in such a manner as to involve risk of collision, and does not apply to 
two ships which must, if both keep on their respective courses, pass clear of 
each other. 

The only cases to which it does apply are, when each of the two ships is end on' 
or nearly end on, to the other: in other words, to eases in which, by day, 
each ship sees the masts of the other in a line, or nearly in a line, with her 
own; and by uight to cases iu which eaoh ship is in such a position as to see 
both the side lights of the other. 

It docs not apply by day to oaseB in which a ship aces another ahead crossing her 
own course; or by night, to ease* where the red light of one ship is opposed 
to the red light of the other, or where the green light of one ship is opposed 
to the green light of the other, or where a red light without a green light, or 
a green light without a red light, is seen ahead, or where both green aud red 
lights are seen anywhere but ahead*. 

Article 16. If two ships uuder steam are crossing, so as to involve risk of collision, 
the ship which has the other on her own starboard side shall keep out of the way of the 
other. 

Article 17. If two ships, one of which is a sailing ship and the other a steain-ship, 
arc proceeding iu such directions'as to involve risk of collision, the steam-ship shall keep 
out of the way of the sailing ship. 

Articlk 18. Every steain-ship when approaching another ship, so as to involve risk of 
collision, shall slacken her speed or stop and reverse, if necessary. 

Article 19. In taking any course authorized or required by these Regulations, a steam- 
ship under way may indicate that course to any other ship which she has iu sight by the 
following signals on her steam whistle, viz.:— 

fine short blast to mean “ I am directing my course to starboard;” 

Two short blasts to mean •' I am directing my course to port; ” 

Three short blasts to mean “ I am going full speed astern.” 

The use of these signals is optional; but if they are used, the course of the ship must 
be in accordance with the signal made. 

Article 20. Notwithstanding anything contained iu any preceding Article, every ship, 
whether a sailing ship or a steam-ship, overtaking any other, shall keep out of the way of 
the overtaken ship. 

Article 21. In narrow channels every steam-ship shall, when it is safe and pracii- 
cablc, keep to that side of the fairway or mid-channel which lies on the starboard side of 
such ship. 

Article 22. Where by the above rules one of two ships is to keep out of the way, the 
other shall keep her couise. 

Article 23. Iu obeying and construing these rules due regard shall be had to all 
dangers of navigation ; and to any special circumstances which may render a departure from 
the, above rules necessary in order to avoid immediate dang r. 

No Ship under any circumstances to neglect proper Precautions. 

Article 24. Nothing in these rules shall exonerate any ship, or the owner, or master, 
or crew thereof, from the consequences of any neglect to carry lights or signals, or of an v 
neglect to keep a proper look-out, or of the neglect of any precaution which may be required 
by the ordinary practice of seamen, or by the special circumstances of the case. 

Reservation of Rules for Hai hours and Inland Navigation. 

Article 25. Nothing in these rules shall interfere with the operation of a special rub 
duly mude by local authority, a lame to the navigation of any harbour, river, or inland 
navigation. 

Special Lights for Squadrons and Convoys. 

Article 20. Nothing iu these rules shall interfere with the operation of any special 
rules made by the Government of any nation with respect to additional station and signal 
lights for two or tnoro ships of war or for ships sailing under convoy.

Under the provisions of section 12 of Act VII (B.C.) of 1864, 
the following limits are defined us those within which the posses¬ 
sion and transport of salt shall be regulated in the manner 
provided in the said Act. 

The whole tract of country, with the exception noted below, 
included between the sea-board of the Bay of Bengal and » 
continuous line drawn from the southernmost point of the coast 
of Chittagong to the southernmost point of the coast of Cuttack, 
so as to include the following districts and parts of districts :— 

The district of Chittagong, except tlianas Futtickcherry, 

Itaojau, and Satkania, and outpost Ramgoonca. 

The district of Noakholly, except tlianas Kamgunge, Begum- 

gunge, and Chagulnaya.

Manufacture of Salt. 

1. Every application for a license to manufacture salt, under 
the provisions of section 7 of Act VII (11 C.) of 1864, shall be 
presented to the Collector of the district whore the manufacture 
is intended to be carried on, who shall forward it to the Board 
of Revenue through the Commissioner of the Division, with an 
expression of his opinion as to whether the application should 
be granted or not. In the former e.isc, after ascertaining the 
boundaries within which the manufacture is to be carried oil 
and the area of the land, tile Collector should consult with the 
District Superintendent of Police, and report the strength and 
cost of the preventive guard which should be entertained ; in tho 
latter, full reasons for rejecting the application should be recoultd. 
"Where the license is recommended foi sanction, the stamp (or 
the license should he realized and remitted, or a certificate given 
of the amount being credited in the treasury accounts. 

2. The Board of Revenue shall have full power to approve 
or to reject any such application for the manufacture of salt, 
and thp orders of the Board shall be final. 

3. Immediately upon any application for license to manufac¬ 
ture salt being sanctioned, the applicant shall execute an agree¬ 
ment (Form I, appendix), and shall thereupon receive from 
the Board of Revenue a license (Form 2, appendix), the ourrency 
of which shall not extend beyond one year. 

4. In addition to the preventive guard to be appointed, 
subject to the approval of the Board, with a view to prevent 

‘ smuggling and to protect the revenue, the. Collector ihall appoint 
in every ease, subject to the approval and control of the Com- 
K missiouer, an excise establishment, as 

l P»»« Officer at .. to marginally noted, for the purpose 

CoiAngnun P " Ch <1 " pAt " ‘ °f supervising the weiglimeut of 
— the salt prior to removal to the 
Total ... si warehouse. The Pass Officer shall 
be called upon to furnish such 
security as may be required by the Board of Revenue, and he 
shall nominate for the Collector’s approval the Mohurir to be 
appointed under his own responsibility. Tl.e Board of Revenue 
shall have full power at their discretion to modify or increase 
the cost and strength of the excise establishment when necessary. 

5. The pay of the preventive guard and of the excise establish, 
ment shall be defrayed by the manufacturer, arid shall be dis¬ 
bursed by the Collector, who will be held responsible that the 
necessary amount is paid to him, or to any one whom he may 
appoint to receive it, on or before the fifteenth day preceding the 
close of the mouth for which it is due. The payment of the sum 
fixed forms one of the conditions on which the license specified 
in Rule 3 is granted, and should be provided for in tho agrceuieut 
mentioned in the same rule, a clause being inserted to the effect 
that, on default of such payment within the specified time, the 
license may lie cancelled, and all salt manufactured under the 
license at the place of manufacture attached and confiscated. 

> The salt so confiscated should be sold by auction at the highest

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price bid above the duty, and the sale-proceeds should be applied,, 
after paying the duty, to defray the charges on account of thw 
guard .mil < xcise establishment and the costs incurred, the balance 
lu*mg made ovit to the defaulter. If the proceeds should not 
*u lice to pay the duty and charges, the balance may be realised 
by the sale of any other salt belongiug to the defaulter. 

In Orissa and the district of Midnapore, however, the cost of 
these esiablishioents will be defrayed by Government, except in 
Cases m which the outturn of the manufacture yields a revenue 
les- than 20 times the cost of establishment, when the cost shall 
be defrayal by the manufacturer. 

6. Before manufacture is allowed to commence, the land within 
which the actual manufacture is to be carried on must be care¬ 
fully marked out by a shallow trench; all necessary arrangem*nts 
must be made and coneiuded in regard to the appointment of 
the prt ventive guards ami excise officers; and, as required by 
secti' n JO, Act VII (U.C.) of 186T, a proper aud secure ware¬ 
house must ne provided by the manufacturer ami be approved of 
by tbe lioaiil of Revenue. The manufacturer should give six 
days' noth e of the date on which he intends to commence

liut- should be piovidcd and kept tu repair by the manufacturer 
fur the use of the guaid, failing winch the Collector may build 
aud icp.irsncli huts, ami levy the cost by sale of the salt, or 
cancel the license ns for a default in payment of wages. 

, 7. 'flie Collector should ascertain how much salt each ehnla 
or furnace ran produce in a working day, and the Bass Officer 
mu-t insist on the, chulm, or mate m charge of each furnace, 
sending that quantity to the chatec or depffr The day’s outturn 
should be brought to the dc|n A >t at a fiv»*d hour, from one hour 
before sunset till sunset. The Pass Officer should receive the 
»alf and measure it in standard baskets supplied by the Collector, 
and make a note of which nun aces it comes from, so as to sreure 
the full complement from each furnace. it any lumaec falls 
short of the asm tinned quantity, the mate of that furnace 
should be called to account The sfandaid basket, shall contain 
exactly one ntaund of 10 seers at 80 tolaiis to the seer. 

8. r l lie Pass Officer shall send to the ( ollector daily a copy of 
hia record, showing how many baskets of salt have been received 
at the deiidt This neord shall lie kept in cheque-books similar 
to those used by Pass Officers for protection of salt on its way to 
the aurungs. 

9. The manufacture of salt shall be closed on such date as 
the Board of Heveuue may be pleased to prescribe in each case, 
the date being sncoifh d in the license of each manulaetarer. All 
salt maniitaetured alter that date shall be held to be salt manufac¬ 
tured without a license aud the prousions of sections 5 and (i. 
Act VIT (B.C.) of 18(11, -hall apply to -itch salt and to its 
liunu'iKtnrer. 'Ihe license aiso shall be liable to be cancelled. 

10. Within one month from the date of the closing of his 
manufacture, every licensed miuiu/aetuier of salt shall notify to 
the Collector, for the information of the Boaid of Revenue, the 
quantity of salt manufnctuicd by him during the season Should 
the manufaiturcr without suffnnnt cause, fail to give this infoi- 
m.itiou within the prescribed period, or should he wilfully 
ini rush iucoireol information, he shall be liable to a fine not 
ixoneding iis. .100; and in the Infer case all salt in excess of the 
quantity notified by him shall bo held to be contraband, and shall 
be liable to seizure and confiscation as such. The license also 
stall bo liable to be eancelled.

being identified satisfactorily. ^Collectors should submit weekly 
to the Commissioner a list of the renewed rowannahs; and 
should keep a register of all rowanhahs they iasu-. 

Tbe holder of a rowaunah for the transport of salt from the 
bonded golalts or from shipboard into the protected limits vUt 
the Chitpore pass station will be at liberty to choose any of the 
three following routes:— 0 

(1) —By tbe river Hooghly by boat. 

(2) —By the Port Commissioners’ tramway vid Armenian 

Ohftt. 

(3) —By the Port Commissioners’ tramway vid Rathtollah 

Ghflt. 

The route chosen must be declared when the rowaunah is taken 
out, and the Customs officer on hoard the ship from which the salt 
is deliveri d will m.ike out the boat-uotes according to the route 
chosen. If the holder of the rowaunah wishes to alter the route, 
he can do so by applying to the Board as provided in Rule 31. 

31. If any person who shall have become possessed of a 
wholesale rowaunah shall desire to make any alteration in the 
terms specified therein, permissible under these rules, he may, by 
application to the Boatd ot Revenue, or to the District Collector, 
if authorized to grant the original rowaunah, on stamped paper 
of the value prescribed for petitions to the said Board, and on 
payment of the tees specified in the schedules hereto annexed, 
obtain an exchange rowaunah (Form 7, appendix), which shall, 
for all the purposes of the Act and of these rules, bo considered 
to be a wholesale rowannah. 

32. Blank forms ot retail rowannahs of all kinds shall be 
obtainable from the Collector of the district, or from the Deputy 
Collector in charge of the sub-division within which the salt is 
stored at the time of application, provided such officer shall have 
beeu empowered by the Collector to grant such rowannahs. 

At places situated at a long distance from the Collectorate or 
the sub-divisional office, the Collector is further empowered to 
entrust the distribution of the forms, duly signed and sealed, to 
the police m charge of the division within the limits of which 
the salt is Btored at the time for sale. 

A retail rowaunah shall specify— 

ist .—The quantity and description of salt covered by it; 

2nd. —The time for which it is current; 

3rd. —The number and date of the rowannah from which the 
salt was obtained 
4/A.—The destination of the salt; 

5/A.—The route by which the salt shall be carried; 

6 /A.—The mode of conveyance; and 

7th. — The name of the consignee or purchaser. 

The salt covert d by the atrafee rowannah (Form 8, appendix) 
and charnhittee (Form 9, appendix) shall in no case exceed one 
hundred maunds. 

The salt covered by the sub-charchittee (Form 10, appendix) in 
the Orissa Division and Backcrgunge shall in no case exceed five 
maunds. 

The currency of the atrafee rowannah and the charchittec shall 
in no case exceed six months. 

The currency of the sub-charchittee in the Orissa Division and 
Backergunge shall in no ease exceed one month. 

33. A fee of four annas shall be levied on every retail rowan¬ 
nah No. 1 * 

34. Vt holcsale rowannah-holdcrs are herebv empowered to 
issue to furrialis, or retail vendors, retail rowannahs of all de¬ 
scriptions specified in Rule 29 ; and holders of retail rowannahs 
No. 1 ore similarly empowered to issue retail rowannahs No. 2 
to furriabs or ietai] vendors; and in the districts of the Orissa 
Division and Back< rgungc, holders of retail rowannahs No. 2 
are likewise similarly empowered to issue retail rowannahs No. 3 
to other furriahR or retail vendors. 

Any rowannahdar selling more than five Beers of salt to any 
person shall be bound to furnish the purchaser with such protec¬ 
tive documents as may be required.

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35. Special rowannahs granted under section 19 of Act VII 
(B.C) of 1864 shall, aa nearly as possible, resemble wholesale 
rowannahs, and the rules regarding wholesale rowannahs shall 
also apply to them. Salt conveyed into the limits notified nndfef 
section 12 of the Act from ships or warehouses in Calcutta and 
Howrah will require to be protected by a special rowannah 
(Form 6, vide clause 80) 

In addition to those mentioned in Rnle 30, the following 
particulars shall be entered in all special TowamiahB (Form 11, 
appendix) for the removal of salt from private golahs in 
Calcutta •— 

1st.— The names of the manjees in whose boats the salt has 
been loaded; 

2nd. —The license numbers of such boats; and 

3rd —The date or dates on which salt was loaded into the boats. 

36(a) Every application for a “certificate" (Form 12, appen¬ 
dix) for landing salt from shipboard, or for removing it from the 
bonded golahs into the excepted limits of Calcutta a.id Ilowrah, 
must in future be made to the Collector of Customs instead of 
to the Board of R< venue, and any person attempting to land salt 
within such limits without having taken out such certificate 
will be liable to the penalties provided under the Sea Customs 
Act, VIII of 1878. 

(b) In granting a rowannah for salt which is to be conveyed out 
of the excepted limits of Calcutta into protected limits, the Board 
will require the applicant for the rowannah to give the full parti¬ 
culars of the certificate under which it was landed m Calcutta. 

(c) If the holder of a rowannah issued by the Board of 
Revenue for salt to be taken from shipboard out of the excepted 
limits desires to land the whole or any portion of such salt 
within the excepted limits, he mu9t apply for the Board's order* 
to cancel the original rowannah. On his application being 
granted, he will, on payment of the usual fees, be furnished with 
a letter of advice to the Collector of Customs for the issue of a 
" certificate ” in respect of the whole or such portion of the salt 
as he desires to land within the excepted limits of Calcutta, and, 
if necessary, with an “exchange rowannah" in respect of the 
balance to be taken beyond the excepted limits. 

87. Within twenty-four hours after the completion of deli¬ 
veries of salt from boardship upon rowannahs, the holders thereof 
must present them at the Board's office for the purpose of 
having the endorsements made on them by the preventive officers 
examined. Challans will then be granted with regard to such 
rowannahs as would require them according to section 39 of the 
rules. This rule will not prevent salt merchants removing thefr 
salt-laden boats from the ship's side to safe and convenient places 
in the river under the boat-notes previously granted by the preven¬ 
tive officers. Any person failing to comply with the provisions 
of this rule shall be liable to a fine not exceeding Re. 100. 

88 . Every wholesale and every retail rowannah shall always 
be kept with the salt to whioh it refers, and on demand by 
any police officer above the rank of constable shall be forthwith 
produced for examination. When, however, under the provisions 
of the rule next following, a despatch of salt covered by a 
wholesale or retail rowannah is laden dtl more than One boat or 
cart or drove of bullocks, or gang of coolies, it will be sufficient 
if the wholesale or retail rowannah covering the entire despatch 
of salt be produced within twenty-four hours. If the rowannah 
be not forthcoming, the salt shall he seised and proceedings 
taken under section 16 of the Act. If the rowannah be produced 
after the seizure of the salt, the matter shall be reported for the 
orders of the Board. 

39. If it he necessary in any way to divide any lbt of salt 
covered by a wholesale or retail rowannah* the owner of the * 

salt, nr any person acting in his behalf, shall apply for,, and shall 
be furnished with, challans (Form 18, appendix), the numbers 
and particulars of which, showing the quantity of salt protected 
by each challan separately,, shall be endorsed on the rowannah. 

Such challans shall ho given np when the salt of the despatch

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Act, or is transferred to other boats, carriages, &c. A challan 
therefore can never protect salt in itself, or independently of the 
rowamiah to which it is merely subsidiary. 

40. Boats, carriages, &c , covered by chnllans must stop at 
the Inst pa's station on the route until the arrival of the boat, 
carriage, &c , which is carrying the rowannah; and none of 
them must go btyond the pass station until the rowannah has 
been examined. Failure to comply with this rule will render the 
parties liable to a fine not exceeding Rs. 500. If the rowannah 
be not product d, the salt should be seized and proceedings 
taken under sntion 10 of the Act. 

41. If any person holding a rowannah shall fail to comply 
, with the provisions of section 22 of the Act, such person shall be 

liable to a line not exceeding lls 500. When the salt specified 
in a rowannah is disposed of within the limits laid down under 
section 12 of the Act, the rowannalidar is hereby required to 
ueliiei up bis protective document, as directed by the law, within 
seven days of the date of the sale of the last parcel of salt 
rover< d by such document, Omission to do so will be held to 
constitute a breach of the provisions of section 22 of the Act. 

42. Every person in charge of salt in transit within the limits 
notified under section 12 of the Act shall be bound to stop, at 
every police pass station upon the line of route laid down in his 
rowannah, whether wholesale or retail, and shall present his 
rowaunah to the chief oflirer at such station for endorsement, aud 
shall, if required, allow his salt to be examined. 

43. The proprietor of any salt, the rowannah of which shall 
not bp endorsed in the manner prescribed in the preceding rule, 

* Shall be liable to a fine not exceeding Rs 500, and if it shall 
appear to the officer trying the case that the omission was made 
with fraudulent intent, he shall dirpet the salt to he confiscated. 

41. If the police in charge of the last pass station on any 
route have reason to suspect that a boat laden with salt is passing 
the station without stopping to give up the rowannah, they shall 
follow the boat, and on overtaking it, if the parties are known, 
the police should apply to the Magistrate for a summons against 
them under section ] 18 of the Code of Criminal Procedure 
(Act X of 18*2). 1 1 , however, the police have reason to believe 

that the accused are about to absoond, they should request the 
Magistrate to issue a warrant instead of a summons in the first 
instance, as provided in the same section. If the parties are 
unknown, the police should act under the provisions of section 93 
of the Criminal Code of Procedure, and detaiu them in order 
to ascertain their names and address. If the names and address 
given are believed to be correct, summons should be applied for 
as indicated above; if the names and address given are believed 
to be false, the parties should bo forwarded to the Magistrate 
in the manner prescribed in section 93 above referred to. 

45. Tbe names of police pass stations at which it will be 
necessary for proprietors of salt to have their salt and passes 
examined and endorsed shall be notified from time to time in 
the Calcutta and Exchange Gazettes. 

46. On a despatch of salt covered by a wholesale or atrafee 
rowannah arriving at the warehouse or shop of any Balt trader 
situated in any place within the limits notified in section 12 
of the Act, the proprietor shall, within twenty-four hours, notify 
its arrival in writing to the Collector of the district, specifying 
in such notice the description, number, and date of the rowannah, 
♦he quautity and description of salt covered by it, and the place 
whence the salt was obtained. Omission or neglect to comply 
with this rule shall render such trader liable to a penalty not 
exceeding Rs. 10 I or each offence. 

47. Every salt trader carrying on business within the limits 
notified under section 12 of the Act shall, on the 1st' of every 
month, submit to the Sub-divisional Officer within whose juris¬ 
diction he resides, or to the nearest Abkaree Darogab, or nearest 
police-station or outpost, for transmission to the Sub-divisional 
Officer, a signed statement specifying the quantity of salt sold 
under each wholesale or atrafee rowannah in his hands during 
the previous month, as well as the quantity of salt remaining in * 
store under each such document on the last day of such month. 

[Gontrnment Gass Sts, Hath February 1881.] 
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Oraisaion or neglect to comply with this rule shall subject such 
trader to a fine of Rs. 20 for each offence. The Sub-divisional 
Officer will foftrard the returns to the Collector with his remarks.

it. The (|iifoitity of salt, covered by the rowanuali first taken 
up must be discharged, whatever the number of boat-loads may 
be, before, delivery is commenced on a second rowamiah. In 
exceptional eases where this is impossible, and adherence to 
the rule is calculated to cause delay and inconvenience to the 
ship, the preventive officers, before commencing delivery on a 
second rmvanuah (the first being incomplete), sliu.ll make an 
immediate icport to the Collector, detailing tjie circumstances 
which have rendered a depaiture from the rule necessary.

by it may be landed. 

1). The ruiveiiey of each certificate will expire -18 hours from 
the time that dvhvciy of the suit is complet'd, and any certi¬ 
ficate which has not Inin finally returned, under the following 
rule (No. JO), to the office of Collector of Customs within 
18 hours from the time of delivery of salt, must be presented 
within that time for renewal liy the Collector. 

10. V\ ithin US hours after the lauding within excepted limits 
of salt removed upon a certificate from botud-ship or from the 
bonded golahs, the certificate must he returned to the office of 
the Collector of Customs with an endorsement by tho* holder 
showing the time and place of landing and the place of storage.

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11. Any failure to presept a certificate at the Collector's 
office, as directed in Rules 8, 9 and 10, within the time specified 
in each rule, will be punishable with a fine of Rs. 500 under 
section 107, clause 1 of the Sea Customs Act. 

Section XI. —Rules for thi admission of Ganjam Salt into 

Orissa. 

1. Salt may be sold at the Ganjam golahs in any quantities, 
wholesale or retail, fur consumption in Orissn, or lor transport 
through Orissa to any other place. 

2. All salt thus sold shall be covered by a protective pass, 
which shall bo granted by the Collector of Ganjam without the 
payment of any fee : such salt shall require no other protective 
document. The pass shall ho written in English and in Ooriya. 
It shall be dated, and shall state the quantity of salt which it 
covers, tho pla«c for which the salt is destined, and the number 
of days allowed for transit. 

3. If the place of destination be within Orissa, the Collector 
of Ganjam shall send a copy of the pass granted by him on the 
day of issue to the Collector of the district in which the place of 
destination is situated. 

4. The pass so given shall be sufficient to protect the salt 
specifhd therein from the place of sale to the place of destination, 
provided that the latter is reached during tho period of the 
currency of the pass; and during this period no Bengal rule or 
law shall affect this salt or the carriers thereof. 

5. If, owing to accident or circumstances beyond the control 
of the trader, the salt should not be able to reach its destination 
within the period fixed, then the pass-holder shall, at least one 
day prior to the expiry of the pass, report the circumstance to 

’ the nearest police-station, the officer in charge of which shall, 
unless good reason for suspecting fraud exist, endorse the pass, 
extending its peiiod by one more than the number of days 
luctssary to enable the salt to reach its place of destination. If 
the officer in charge apprehends fraud, he shall detain the salt, 
and refer the case, including a full statement by the pass-holder, 
to the Collector for orders. If, alter a pass has been onco 
txtended, a second application for extension should be made, 
tlit* case shall be refeirtd for the orders of the Collector. No 
salt thus detained shall he confiscated under any Bengal rule 
except on distinct proof of fraud; but where the pass-holder 
has wilfully overstayed the period of grace granted, the Collec¬ 
tor may, if he deems it mecssaiy. impose a moderate penalty, 
not exceeding 10 per cent., ou the value of the salt thus delayed 
in irausit. 

6. If a pass-holder shall desire to make any alterations in the 
terms specified in his pass, he may apply to the Collector of the 
district in which the salt may then be, and such Collector may 
in his discretion issue an exchange pass, which, for the purposes 
of the Salt Act and of these rules, shall be of the same force as the 
oiiginal pass issued by the Collector of Ganjam. Every applica¬ 
tion to a Collector for an exchange pass shall be written upon a 
paper hearing a stamp of the value which the law prescribes for 
applications to a Collector. 

7. The holder of a pass may sell portions of the salt covered 
by such puss in transit bttween the Ganjam frontier and the place 
i f destination ; but any salt so sold will become amenable to all 
rules which have beeu, or which may be, passed by the Licuten- 
ant-Govenn r of Bengal under section 11, Act VTI (B.O.) of 
18C4, subject to the provisions of tho following rules. 

8. livery person purchasing more than five seers of salt from 
a pass-holder shall give immediate notice of his purchase to the 
officer in charge of the nearest police-station, who shall thereupon 
issue an atrufee rowannoh or a charchittee under the ordinary 
rules for the protection of the salt, with n currency of not more 
than one mouth. Every police officer granting such a document 
shall send a copy of the same to the Collector of the district on 
the same day. All attaico rowuunahs and charchittees so granted 
by police officers shall be subject to all the rules current in 
Bengal in respect of such documents.

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9. Salt haring arrived at the place of destination, and the 
currency of the Madras pass, or of any extension thereof, having 
expired, the salt becomes amenable to all rule’s passed by the 
Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal under section 11, Act VII (B.C.) 
of 18(11, and the holder of the salt shall be required, within 
twenty-four hours, to apply in writing to the Collector, or to such 
officer as may be authorised by the Collector to receive such 
applications, for the necessary document for the protection of the 
salt under the Bengal rules. 

Section XII.— Rules for the Clearance of Duty-free Tarred 
Salt from tub Sui.kkaii Golaiis sanctioned ijv Govern¬ 
ment Order No. 1U98, dated 21st July 1877. 

1. When it is intended t.o render salt in bond unfit for 
human consumption by admixture with tar, not less than twenty- 
four hours’ notice of such intention must be given to the Superin¬ 
tendent of the Sulkea Salt Golahs. 

2. The operation of mixing the tar and salt, in the proportion 
of one seer of the former to one maund of the latter, shall be 
supervised bv a special officer, who will be deputed by the 
Superintendent of the Golahs at tho expense, not exceeding its. 5 
per diem, of the applicant for his services. 

3. The Superintendent of Golahs will be responsible that not 
less than the prescribed quantity of tar is used. 

4. before granting the usual protective documents for the 
removal of the tuned salt from the golahs, the Superintend¬ 
ent will satisfy himself by a personal inspection that the 
process of mixing the tar with the salt has been thoroughly 

performed. 

• 

5. Before granting final delivery, the Superintendent will 
also require the owner of the timed salt to furnish a written 
guarantee that it is intended solely for use in the manufacture 
of glazed stoneware, and that every possible precaution shall be 
taken to prevent the article from being stolen or restored to a 
qpudition fit for human consumption. 

fi. Any proved case of duty-free tarred salt having been re¬ 
stored, or attempted to be restored, to a condition fit tor human 
consumption will disqualify the owner of the manufactory whence 
tho impure article was obtained io be a custodian or consumer of 
such salt in future, and tender the remainder of his stock of 
duty-free tarred salt liable to confiscation. 


7. The owner of a manufactory, where duty-free tarred salt 
is allowed to be storid and consumed, shell keep a book showing 
the daily » xpciiditurc ol such salt, for what purpose expended, 
ami the stock remaining in store at the close id' each dav; 
and the book and stock shall be accessible at anv time between 
sunri e and sunset to such officer as may be appointed fur the 
purpose. 

> 8. All duty-free tarred salt shall be stored iu lings containing 

two ntauads each. 


Section Xll]. •—'Miscellaneous Rules. 

L Whenever an application is made by any one. to the Board 
. of Ucvi rme in the Salt Department to transact, business on behalf 
of another person in connection with salt, lowannahs, the appli¬ 
cant may bo required to produce a wiittcii and stamped authority 
from lus employer ; and if he cannot produce it, the Board may 
refuse to transact such business with him. 

2. A despatch of salt cannot be deemed to be salt “specified 
in a rowaunah ” within the meaning of Act VII (B.G.) of IStif 
when the actual quantity found in the dcspateli is less than the 
quantity entered in the rowannah accompanying the despatch.

Bulo 46 requires that on tho arrival of the salt for storage in a ware¬ 
house or shop w ithm salt law limits, tho fart must bo i otified to the Col¬ 
lector of tbe district within 24 hours, under a penalty for failure not 
exceeding Bs. 10. 

Bulo 47 requires trhat every salt trader within salt law limits must, on 
(tie 1st of every month, submit to the Sub-divisional Officer, or to the nearest 
Abkaree Pnrognh, or police-station or outpost, a signed statement of salt sold 
under caeh wholesale or afcrafoo rowannah in the previous month, and -the 
salt remaining in store under each such document on tho last day of such 
mouth. Each offence against this rule is punishable with a fine of Bs. 20. 
Forms in which guch statements are to be submitted can be obtained from 
the Collector of the district., 

ltulc 3C(r) requires that if a rowannah taken out to protect salt in transit 
out of the excepted limits be not so used, the’holder thereof must first apply 
to the Board to have the rowannah cancelled, and then obtain from the 
Collector of Customs, on receipt of a Jotter of advice from the Board, a 
certificate to enuble him to land the salt in tho excepted limits.

38, Net IV (B.O.) of 1871, as amended by Act II (B.C.) of 1879, tho Lieutenant-Governor 
approves and confirms the following Bye-laws, which have been framed by the Deputy 
Commissioner of the Sonthal Pergunnahs, with the assent of the Health Officer of the town 
of Deoghur, for tho management of all matters necessary for the due enforcement of the Act 
within the said town of Deoghur.

Bye-law framed under Jot IV (B.C.) of 1871, read with Jot II ( B.C .) of 1879,/or the town of 

Deoghur. 

Part I. 

1. For tbe purposes of Act IV (B.C.) of 1871, as amended by Act II (B.C.) of 1879, 
tbe town of Deoghur shall be considered all the land within the municipal limits of that 
town. 

2. A Committee consisting of two official and three non-official members shall be ap¬ 
pointed to assist the Magistrate and Health Officer in carrying out the provisions of the Act. 

3. On the 1st March in each year the Magistrate shall nominate the members to 
serve on the Committee during the ensuing official (April to March) year, and shall report 
the nomination for the sanction of the local Government. 

4. In the event of the death, removal, or resignation of any member of the Committee 
during his year of office, an official member shall be succeeded by the successor to his appoint¬ 
ment, or any other official; and in case of a non-official member, his successor Bhall be 
appointed by the remainder of the Committee, subject to the approval of Government. 

Part II. 

Rule* for the conduct of Business. 

5. A meeting of the Committee shall be held for the transaction of business and 
inspection of accounts at the office of the Magistrate, at least once in a quarter; provided 
that it shall be lawful for the Magistrate to call a meeting at any other time, recording his 
reasons for doing so, and also that the presence of three members Bbatl be necessary to 
form a quorum. 

6. Notice of every meeting shall be given to each member at least four clear days 
before the day appointed for the meeting. 

7. The-subject or subjects brought before the Committee shall be decided by a majority 
of votes. In the event of division of opinion, the Magistrate, or, in his absence, the Health 
Officer, shall have a casting vote. 

8. The Health Officer shall be ex-officio Secretary to the Committee, and the Magistrate 
ex-officio President. The proceedings of every meeting shall be recorded by the Secretary in 
a book kept for the purpose. 

Part III. 

On the receipt and disbursement of money under the Act. 

9. On tbe 15th October of each year a budgot of probable receipts and of proposed 
expenditure during the ensuing official year shall be submitted for the sanction of 
Government. 

10. It shall be competent for the Committee, with the sanction of the Commissioner, 
to transfer sums from one item of the budget to another; but the total expenditure allowed 
by Government in the budget shall never be exceeded. 

11. In framing every annual estimate, an amount not exceeding 25 per cent, of the 

total income shall be reserved for extraordinary contingencies, such as sudden outbreaks of 
cholera and sickness, and the necessity for employment of extra and speoial establish¬ 
ments. • 

12. At the close of every year the Magistrate shall submit a report on the working of 
the Act during the year, showing the works of improvement and conservancy carried out, 
and a detailed account of the receipis and expenditure during the year, and the balance 
in hand at its close. The report shall be forwarded through the Commissioner to Govern¬ 
ment.

Regarding Conservancy. 

13. The Hindu members of the Committee shall constitute a standing Sub-Committee 

tor the purpose of inspecting the interior of temples and bringing to notice any infringement 
•f the lawp and bye-laws that may be committed within them, and proposing any 
measures for sanitation and proper conservancy within the temples : provided that the Magis¬ 
trate shall carry out all works of sanitation or conservancy inside tbe temples through tbe 
Superintendent or Sirdar Ojhat *

require as to the disposal of such pilgrims in the town of Deogbur : any refusal to furnish 
such information shall be punished with a fine not exceeding Rs. 20, and any false 
information as to such disposal of pilgrims shall render the person giving it liable to prosecutioa 
under section 177 of the Indian Penal Code._

NOTIFICATION. 

The 22nd February 1881.—In exercise of the powers conferred upon hid by section 314 
of the Bengal Municipal Act, 1876, the Lieutenant-Governor confirms the following bye« J 
laws, which were made by the Commissioners of the Serampore Municipality at a meeting 
convened expressly for the purpose, and of which due notice bad been given; and in exercise 
of the powers conferred by section 315 of the same Act, the Lieutenant-Governor sanctions 
the penalties which have been declared by the said Commissioners for the breach of the said 
bye-laws:— 

Bye-laws fob thb Seramfobs Municipality under Act V (B.C.) or 1876. 

For regulating the conduct qf business at meetings of the Commissionerf. 

1. Notice of each ordinary meeting shall be given at least three clear days, of each 
extraordinary meeting at least two clear days, before the day of meeting. 

Meetings shall be ordinarily held once a month, on such day and at such hour as the 
Commissions** at a meeting may from time to time determine. 

8. The proposition book shall be circulated before the notice of the ordinary monthly 
meeting is issued, and the Commissioners shall enter in it any propositions that they may 
have to make at the meeting. 

8. A list of business, containing the Chairman's and Commissioners' propositions, shall 
be circulated with the notice of meeting, and no proposition, not in this list, shall be discussed 
at the meeting. 

4. The first item of business will always be to read pver and confirm, or correct, errors 
that may have been made in recording the minutes of the proceedings of the last meeting. 
The next items will be any propositions that may have been postponed from last meeting. 
Then new propositions shall be taken up. 

5. The 1'resident will lay the propositions before the meeting in their order in the list 
circulated under bye-law No. 3, and after the proposer lias spoken, the proposition must be 
seconded. No proposition not seconded can be discussed. If the proposer be absent, any 
Commissioner may support his proposal. When special cause is shown, a proposition may, 
with the consent of the President, be taken up out of order. 

6. Tho President shall decide who shall address the meeting in ease of dispute. 

7. An amendment may be proposed by any'Commissioner. If it is seconded, it may 
be diseussed. After discussion amendments shall be put to the vote by the President begin¬ 
ning with that last proposed and ending with that liist proposed. If all the amendments°ar# 
lost, the original proposition shall be put to the vote. No member shall vote bv proxy. 

8. Votes shall be taken by sho w of hands, first for, then against, the proposition or 
amendment. 

9. Unless not less than two-thirds of the Commissioners consent by signing a requisi¬ 
tion, no subject once finally disposed of can be reconsidered within six months. 

10. Minutes of the proceedings shall show the names of all members present, the words 
of all propositions and amendments, and the cumber of votes for and against each. 

For regulating the collection of taxes. 

11. The collecting officer shall prepare the biljs, and tho Chairman or Vice-Chairma* 
shall sign them* 

12. Every collecting officer shall be provided with a certificate of his authority to 
collect, and every such certificate shall bear the seal of the municipality and the signature 
of the Chairman or Vice-Chairman. Every collecting officer, at the time of demanding 
payment, shall be bound to show his certific ite, if required. 

13. The collecting offioer, when taking the money in payment of any demand shall 
give an acknowledgment for it on the back of the bill, signed under bye-law No. 11 which 
shall be the receipt. 

14. No Other receipt except one issued direct from the office Bhall be oonsidered evident* 
of payment. 

15. When property distrained is sold under section 115, the purchaser shall deposit, 
at the time of sale, half the amoaut of his bid, and shall receive delivery of the property

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purchased on payment of the full amouut. If the balance be not paid within three days from 
the date of sale, the sale shall be held void, the deposited money forfeited, and the article 
again put up for sale 

For regulating the conduct of persona employed by the Commissioners. 

16. All persons et&ployed by the ommisaioners, whose services may no longer be 
required, shall, unless tueie l>e some agreement to the oontrary, be liable to discharge after 
receipt of one mouth’s previous notice oi pay iu advance, aud no such person shall withdraw 
from the duties of his office without having given a like notice on pain of forfeiture of one 
month’s salary. 

17. Any person iu the service of the Commissioners failing to furnish security within 
a certain time, when requir d to do so under soction 49, shall be held at the expiry of that 
time to have forfeited his appointment. 

For regulation and management of privies. 

18. Every person who shall construct his privy shall do so above ground, and shall 
provide his privy or premises with a suitable moveable receptacle of metal or earthen 
ware for the reception of fcccal matter. 

The penalty for infringement shall be a fine not exceeding Rs. 20. 

19. No night-man, sweeper, or other person carrying night-soil through the streets 
shall loiter or deposit any vessel containing night-soil on or by the side of any public 
road or street. 

The penalty for infringement shall be a fine not exceeding Rs. 20. 

For regulating burning ghclts and burying-grounds. 

•20. No person shall bury, or cause to be buried, any corpse in any burial-ground in 
a grave constructed of masonry in such manner that the top of the coffin, or the body when 
no coffin is used, shall he at a less depth than five feet from the surface of the ground. 

The penalty for infringement shall be a fine not exceeding Rs. 20. 

2L. No person shall bury, or cause to be buried, in any burial-ground any corpse in a 
grave so constiueted that the body shall be less than 5J feet from the surface. 

The peual'y for infringement shall be a fine not exceeding Rs. 20. 

22. No person shall build or dig, or cause to be built or dug, any grave in any burial- 
ground at less distance than two feet from any other existing grave. 

The penalty for infringement shall be a fine not exceeding Rs. 20. 

23. No person shall build or dig, or cause to be built or dug, a grave in any burial- 
place in any oilier line than that marked out by the Commissioners. 

The penalty for infringement shall be a fine not exceeding Rs. 20. 

24 No grave once used shall be opened for the burial of another body without the 
permission of the Commissioners. 

The penalty for infringement shall be a fine not exceeding Rs. 20. 

25. No persou when burning, or causing to be burnt, any corpse, or part of a corpse, 
in any burning-ground, shall permit the same, or any part thereof, to .remain at the gb&t 
without being completely reduced to ashes, or shall permit the clothes or other articles 
connected with the burning of such corpse to remain at or near the burning ground, unless 
the same he completely reduced to ashes. 

In case the deceased shall have died of an infectious disease, such articles shall he 
burnt. 

The peualty for infringement shall be a fine not exceeding Rs. 20. 

26. No person shall remove or sell any clothes or other articles appertaining to a 
corpse which may have been left at any burial-ground or burning gh&t. 

The penalty for infringement shall be a fine not exceeding Rs. 50. 

27. No one shall carry a corpse, or part of a corpse, through any highway, unless it 
be decently covered and totally concealed from view. 

The penalty for infringement shall be a fine not exceeding Rs. IQ. 

28. No person, while conveying any corpse, or part of a corpse, shall, except- for the 
purpose of ordinary relief, deposit it on or near any public highway. 

The penalty for infringement shall be a fine not exceeding Rs. 10.

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20. Every corpse, or part of a corpse, that has been kept or used for the purpose of 
dissection, must be removed in a closed receptacle. 

The penalty for infringement shall be a fine not exceeding Rs. 20.

39. Any person who shall, in contravention of the prohibition contained in section 266 
0 f the Act, make, renew, or thoroughly repair with.grass, leaves, mats, or other mflammabl P 
materials, the external roofs and walls of any hut or other building, shall bo liable to a fine 
not exceeding Rs. 20, and the Conunia.xionois shall liaxe power to order to be demolished all 
or any part of such hut or building. 

For regulating the disposal of offensive matter, rubbish, and dead bodies of animals.

47. Every carriage plying between dusk and dawn shall carry two conspicuous lights, 
and every cart shall carry one conspicuous light, except on bright moonlight nights.

48. All owners of carts laden with bricks or other materials shall he responsible for 
their being so secured that the contents do not fall on the road.

Honour the Lieutenant-Governor to the Central Committee of Management for the 
Calcutta Economic Museum: Chairman, the Hou'ide li. T. Prinsep; Secretary, 
Mr. Ii. H. Locke—to either of whom communications ou the subject of the Exhibition 
may be addressed. 

As at present intended, the Exhibition will be confined to the higher Indian Manufac¬ 
tures under-named; but the Committee are authorized to add any other class hereafter, 
should, it appe.tr desirable to do so; and they will give careful consideration to any 
angge8tiona which intending Exhibitors, or others feeling interested iu the undertaking, may 
be dispoaed to give.
